And be it fart ase by the authority afcre{aid, liba the Cenfors thal! hold their A ft 
mecting at Norwich, in the county of Windfor, ofp the day appointed by th- conititu- 
tien or chs Scace for that purpefe, and the notice af the choice received from his Excel- 
lency the Governor, fall be fufficient credentialsof their being chofen. 


And be it jurther enald by the authority aferefaid, That if the Clerk of either of the 
County Courts in this State, or aay prefiding officer as aforefaid, of any town in this 
State, fhall neglect or refule to do the duty required of him by this aft, and be thereof 
convéted by complaint made to any Court proper to hear and determine the fame, he 
fha'l torfeit the fum of Four Pounds, one motety to him who fhall profecute the fame to 
effect, with colt of profecution, aad the other to the treafury of the town where fuch 
cooviction is had, if this a& fhall have been feafonably publifhed in both the newfpapers 
of this State, and a copy of this act fcafonably received in the Town Clerk’s office of 
the rown where fuch conftable lives. 
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And it is hereby made the duty of the Secretary, to caufe this aft to be printed as 
aforefaid, together with a lift of the members of the prefent Lrgiflacure; and in tafe 
of the neceflary abfence of either of che CountyClerks,ortheir inability tor xecute the craft re- 
pofed in them by this act, <he faid Cierk fhall deliver fuch vores to the High ora Deputy- 
Sheriff of the fame county, who fhal! perform fuch cruft under the like penalty above- 
mentioned. :
